Ebenezer Sears was the master in 1804, of the sloop "Lark," in the coasting 
trade, and later a blacksmith, living in Yarmouth. 

He served at various times during 7 ysars of the Rev. War, was a corporal, 
and one of the guard over the unfortunate Major Andre, the night before his 
execution. 

In muster roll, XXXV. 202, Mass. Archives, he is described as "Ebenezer 
Sears of Yarmouth, age 18, height 5 feet 8 inches, and ruddy complexion." 

He served from Sept. 1, to Nov. 24, in Capt. Grannis! Co.,seacoast service, 
at Elizabeth Islands; also 1 month 10 days from June 1776; Sept. to Dec.1776, 
3 mos. in Capt. Abijah Bangs! Co.; May 29, 1779, 3 mos. 2 dys.,on brigantine 
MActive," Capt. Allen Hallet, at 2.14.0, per month; enlisted July 10, 1760, 
arriving at Springfield, July 19, 1780, to reinforce the Northsrrn Army, and 
served 6 mos. 22 days, wages, 13.9.4; travel 280 miles. 

He is said to have been "the‘first to carry the American flag to the east 
of the Cape of Good Hope, ani hoist it in the Indian seas. He made the 
voyage in the sloop 'Stork,' a vessel of 2CO tons, with a short lover mast, 
and carrying a square foresail ani standing royal yard, a rig that may 
fravently be seen ir the North Baltic seas at the present time. Capt. Sears! 
sea letter was signed by Gen. Washington. The 'Stork' sailed from a port 
in the North Sea, homeward bound, some years later, under Capt. Gideon 
Eldredge, and was never heard of after." 

It is doubtful if Capt. Sears over made the voyage to the East Indies 
in the "Stork" as stated in the Barnstable paper from which the above item 
was copied. It may refer to another Capt. Sears, porhaps Edmund or Edward; 
the story was told by the mate who claimed to have made the voyage in 
question, and his memory as to his captains Chridtian name may have been 
at fault, or misunderstood by the narrator. Capt. Fbhenezer Sears! dascendanis 
and relatives whom T questioned about the story, had never heard that he made 
a voyage to the East Indies as master. Some of them remembered him well, 
and often when young heard him tell of his adventures as sailor and soldier.

Willard Sears lived near the site of the ancient tide-mill at Stony brook, 
in Harwich, now Brewster, on land purchased of Maj. Nathaniel Freeman; the 
place was known in early Colony days as Sachamus Neck, the residence of the 
Sachem of the Sauguatucket Indians. The house which he erected was taken 
down some years since by Mr. Augustus Paine, (to whom he had sold the place,) 
and another erected on its site. 

He was an enterprising housevright, built many salt-works, and engaged 
also in ship-building, having learned the trade in Nantucket, and manufactured 
salt. 

During the Revolutionary Yar, he was in the militia, and on the alarm at 
Falmotth and Bedford, Sept. 7, 1778, he marched in Capt. Benjamin Berry!s pe

Richard Sears! father died when he was eleven years old, and two years 
later his mother married Samuel Ballard of Boston, and removed with her 
children to that town, and lived on the cornar of Common street and 
Turnagain lane, now known as Tremont strest and Temple place. 

Richard soon returned to Chatham, and was brought up there, receiving 
@ common school education, and, arriving at manhood, settled upon the old 
homestead farm, ani devoted himself to its cultivation. He spent sevon 
years of his youth in the family and store of Gen. Josaph Otis of Revolu- 
tionary fame. 

He became the largest real estate owner in Chatham, carried on his farm 
on an extansive scale, having a farmer to superintend, and a numbsr of 
farm hands always employed; kept considerable live stock, a goodly number oe 
cattle anJ sheep, which were pasturad on the downs. | 

He kept a variety shop next his house, which was on Maan street, just 
left of the soldier's monument; engaged in the manufacture of salt, and 
to some extent in shipping, in connection with his brother David of Boston. 

The old house, supposed to havo been built by his grand-father, Danisl 
Sears, was taken down in 1863, having after the death of his widow, been 
occupied by various parties, and allowed to become dilapidated. 

He was appointed Coroner in 1781; Session Justice for the County in 
1814; and to qualify civil officers;Justice of tha Peace, quorum unus, 
1801; Representative, 1780, 1781, 1783, 1785, 1786, 1792, 1796, 1806, 1809, 
1813 and 1814; Senator, 1804; ani Town Treasurer and Clerk, 1775, 1776.

His dress up to a very short tims before his death, was of the late 
Revolutionary period; he -vore long hose, shoe and knea bdbucklos, ruffled 
shirts at all times, and his iron gray hair brushed over and tied with 
a black ribbon. 

Mrs. Sears, "Grandma", as she was called by her intimates, was by natures, 
a courtly lady, capable of gracing any position, and. uniting with her husband 
in practical religion, she was sver doing good, esps¢ially among children, 
aiming to instill into their minds the lesson, "Remember now thy Croator 
in the days of thy youth." 

The "Squire" as he was called, would frsquently invite his city friends 


to Chatham for the fishing and gunning, and many distinguished men, as 


Webster, Otis, Quincy and others, have enjoyel the comforts ani agresable 
society of that hospitable roof. 

The clergy ever found a home there, and always mails it their stopping 
place when in town. 

Most of the travalling 80 or 90 years ago, from Chatham to Soston was 
on Horseback. 

Duringthe many ysars that the Squirs represanted the town in the Legisla- 
ture, h9 was in the habit of riding all the way to Boston, where ho renained 
during the session, tha guost of his brother. David, at his rosidencs on 
Beacon street, enjoying its luxurious appointments, and the cultursd socioty 
to which he had access, returning to his quiet home in the spring, ready 
and eager to resume his country life and the duties connected with it. 
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the day beforé his death he was engaged in superintending his out of

complaining of a pain in the region of the heart, walked through the 
house to his bed-room, and lying down, never roge again; he disd the

At the time of Mrs. Sears! death, a maid in the houss was quite ill, 
and a nurse from the Village was in attendance; hearing a movement in 
the night in Urs. Searst bedroom below stairs, she went down and found 
her sitting up and looking from the windo-. 

In reply to the question, "ars you not feeling well, Grandma?" she said, 
"0 yes, only restless and wakeful. I often gst up and sit at the window 
when the moon shines, and think."
